United States has quietly released 
about 25 per cent of the $49,000,- 
000 in Egyptian assets frozen 
here since the nationalization of 
the Suez Canal. 

State Department officials con- 
firmed this today and said, in 
addition, that the U.S. recently 
has paid $600,000 to a joint fund 
for rural development in Egypt.

Gov. LeRoy Collins, of Florida, Tues- 
day told the National Municipal League 
that Florida’s pine trees have better rep- 
resentation in the Legislature than her 
people. In the shift from a rural to an 
urban population, state government has 
made no note of the trend. 

The governor pointed out the strains 
of expansions on cities brought about by 
state governments which refuse to accept 
their existence. They will suffer, he de- 
clared, as long as the “cold war” con- 
tinues. 

But Florida, at least, is doing some- 
thing about it. While not correcting the 
situation altogether, the state votes next 
year on a new constitution which pro- 
vides a reapportionment in the Legis- 
lature giving more representation to the 
people in relation to its trees. 

Not so in Georgia. Under our system, 
pine trees and rapidly shrinking cotton 
patches gain more and more representa- 
tio: In 1957 more than 40 per cent of 
thé*Population in eight counties held less 
tha 12 per cent of the representation 
in the House of Representatives. Fifty- 
three counties with about 13 per cent 
of the state’s population held 30.9 per 
cent, 

Jim Montgomery, in his excellent se- 
ries in The Constitution on economic and 
population trends, has shown that more 
than three-fourths of the counties stead- 
ily are losing population. In the long- 
range development of a well-balanced 
agricultural-industrial economy, this is 
not necessarily all bad. But it is bad when 
the facts are ignored. 

The trend has brought about stresses 
and strains on local economies and even 
hardship for individual families forced to 
migrate. But especially, Georgia’s multi- 
plicity of counties has made it increasingly 
difficult for local governments to main- 
tain efficient units in face of declining 
tax revenues and population losses. 

Many counties and communities are 
making great efforts to attract industry 
and to achieve stability. For many of 
them, however, conditions do not make 
it possible. 

Since 1920, for instance, farms have 
lessened in number by 45 per cent. This 
still goes on at a rate of 4,000 per year. 
Consolidation into bigger, more efficient 
farm units with mechanized methods has 
increased the competitive position of agri- 
culture. At the same time, industry has 
moved in to provide jobs for many—but 
not ‘all—of the displaced farm labor in 
urban areas. 

Inevitably, Georgia government also 
must adjust itself to the economic, s0o- 
cial and political facts of life. It is still 
patterned on the 1920 rural economy at 
the.state level and in the counties. While 
farmers, business and industry have con- 
solidated for greater efficiency, expen- 
sive governmental units based on horse 
and mule transportation are still with us.

“Not only did the institution complete 
thé fiscal year without additional operat-

Despite rising costs, officials stated 
that the hospital has “held the line” and 
evén reduced many charges to patients. 
Next on the agenda is proposed construc- 
tioh of a nurses’ home. 

“The report speaks well for the hos- 
pital administration and should be of in- 
terest to those in charge of other Hill- 
Burton units in Georgia.

It is 
indeed a sad commentary on our govern- 
ment that state employes scurry around 
from Tennessee to an Atlanta church in 
an attempt to promote hate and discord. 

Incidentally, the church where the 
meeting was held is the Episcopal Ca- 
thedral of St. Philip at 2744 Peachtree 
Rd., NE. That is quite a distance from 
the State Capitol and it must require a 
good bit of agility for a state employe 
to get there and back on his lunch hour, 
to say nothing of finding time to take 
pictures and grab even a hasty meal.

On the other hand, we 
must open an educational cam- 
paign to show that it is perfectly 
honorable not to have a college 
education for those whose talents 
are outside the fields of formal 
education.

He got the answers. He went 
back to Newnan. The editor there, 
another Joe Brown, gave the 
“graduate veterinarian” a _ wel- 
come and a nice write-up. 

The first month the new “horse 
doctor” collected $300. 

Business stayed good. 

“Doc” Moody branched out, 
into agriculture and dealing in 
mules.

CAMERON PARISH, La.—A new Cameron— 
now animate and purposeful—has come to in- 


vest the almost lifeless ghost of this community 

which four months ago was all that was left in the woeful wake of 
Hurricane Audrey. After the winds racing 100 m.p.h. had lifted raging 
waves, high over the lifeline of this town on June 27 there were no

WASHINGTON, Nov. 21 —A 
congressional investigation next 
year into federal regulatory 
agencies is arming itself with a 
list of American newspapers’ | 
political affiliations, if any, and | 
whom they supported for presi- | 
dent in 1962 and 1956. 

The Library of Congress legis- | 
lative service is compiling the 
list. 

Dr. Bernard Schwartz, chief 
counsel of the investigation, re- 
fused here today to tell why the 
information is being obtained or 
how it would be used. He said 
he would have to consult with 
“the committee’’ most of whose 
members are out of Washington. 


PUBLIC HEARINGS 


The House Interstate and For- 
eign Commerce Committee will 
conduct the investigation through 
public hearings before a special 
subcommittee on legislative over- 
sight beginning in January. Tar- 
get will be federal agencies set 
up by Congress to watch over 
commerce between states. 

The subcommittee is expected 
to hear first from the major | 
regulatory agencies: Civil Aero- 
nautics Board, Federal Com-.

Fee System 
For Trash 


DeKalb County could do away 
with its sanitary district system 
of paying for garbage service, un- 
der the type of authority that may 
be sought in the coming Assembly, 
an official said Wednesday. 

With ordinance-making power, 
the county could charge for gar- 
bage service on a fee basis, said 
Commission Chairman Claude H. 
Blount. He said a decision on 
whether to do so rests with the 
residents of the county. 

Under the present sanitation 
system, Blount said, the amount 
a resident pays for his garbage 
to be collected varies with the 
amount of property he owns. Thus 
a man with property valued twice 
as high as another's would pay 
twice as much for the same servy- 
ice. 

MILLAGE BASIS 

The sanitary district system 
works on a millage basis, Blount 
said. Cost of operating the sanita- 
tion department is calculated for 
a year and that amount is charged 
against property owners within 
the district. 

This year residents pay 22 cents 
per $100 worth of property. 

Under a fee system, Blount said, 
each resident would pay the same 
amount for garbage collection. 
This would cause an increase in 
the payment of those currently re- 
ceiving garbage service but with 
little property, and a reduction in 
the taxes of residents with large 
amounts of property.

Time Running Out 
For Holiday Turkey

The turkeys in the neighborhood are taking their 


last gobbles in these days before Thanksgiving. 


The 


old gobbler who makes more noise than any of the 
rest of the flock is having his last fling before his date 


with the ax. 

Since turkeys have top billing 
this week they are abundant. 
Largest turkeys are showing 
lowest prices and give the most 
meat in proportion to bone, re- 
ports Mrs. Betty Alexander, ex- 
tension consumer information 
specialist. They are now at the 
lowest price since 1942. 

Broilers and fryers will be at 
last week’s levels, while heavy 
hens will be flooding the market 
at very low prices. Eggs, too, 
remain close to last week’s 
level. Buy large eggs in pref- 
erence to small ones. 

There is an abundance of 
sweet potatoes, the traditional 
Thanksgiving favorite. They are 
kiln-dried, for longer storage 
life. Head lettuce is much im- 
proved in economy and quality. 

Back to the big bird on the 
menu, when shopping for tur- 
keys look for young, cleanly 
dressed fowls that are full- 
breasted and plump, with a wide 


cook higher than dressed. But 
the actual cost per pound of | 
ready-to-cook weight is about 
the same for all three. 


Most turkeys are in_ the 
ready-to-cook form these days. 
The “rule of thumb” to follow 
when buying them is to allow 
%4 to one pound per serving if

A note put out by one of the outdoor news 
services states that there are a few ‘‘variables”’ 
which affect the success of a waterfowl hunter. 
These are listed as ample food 
and water, ability to call birds, 
proper blind location, camou- 
flage and accuracy in shooting. 

This is a rather terse com- 
ment on a complicated form of , 
gunning with so many influenc- 
ing factors that books can—and 
have been—written on the sub- 
ject. Each section has its own 
set of ‘“‘variables” and what | 
might be applied to pass-shoot- 9 
ing in Nebraska, does not nec- » 
essarily apply to our Georgia 
waters. 

Goose shooting, the “big-game” gunning of 
migratory waterfowl, is practically non-existent 
in this state. The flocks of Canadas have made 
many attempts to establish winter quarters on 
our systems of waterways, but the guys who 
shoot illegally from motor boats have kept the 
lakes and larger rivers an unhealthy spot for the 
flocks which would prefer to spend the colder 
months in these parts. 

With Charles Candler, I killed my first honk- 
ers out of the Jackson Lake flock which came 
regularly to winter on the power impoundment. 
They fed in the corn and grain patches around 
the “= and many a morning we lay on our 
faces In the frozen edge of a field, watching for 
a wavering line to come upriver, set its wings 
and glide into our blinds. 

Then someone learned that with a fast motor, 
they could roar up the lake and be under the 
flock before it made its slow take-off from the

water. The birds were easy targets as they tried 
to climb out of range, and the motor-boaters shot 
down almost half a flock before the remaining 
birds left the lake to look for safer waters. For 
a year or two after that, the geese tried to re- 
turn to Jackson Lake, but finally had to give it 
up as a bad deal. No flock of Canadas have 
wintered on that middle Georgia lake in many 
seasons. 

Exactly the same thing happened on some of 
the other impoundments in the state. A few guys 
with high-powered motors have kept all of us 
from having some reasonably fair Canada goose 
shooting without having to travel half a thousand 
miles. 

Other waterfowl species in many of our lakes 
have fared as badly as the Canadians. The day 
before duck season opened last year, Bill Street 
and I were fishing Sinclair Lake. The afternoon 
was blustery and cold and several good flights 
of ducks came in. The next morning, Bill and I 
dropped a few decoys off one of the points. Be- 
fore it was light enough to shoot, a speed boat 
came up the lake. We could hear the shotguns 
above the roar of his engine. Then he’d slow 
down and pick up birds. He ran under a flock 
that was resting across the lake from our blind 
and collected several birds out of it. We heard 
him shooting as he went on up the river. No 
hunter on the lake that morning got a chance to 
bust a legal cap. 

The goof never did get close enough for us to 
identify, but we gave a description of his boat to 
federal game agents. They haven’t caught him—
